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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the cited prior art, Agrusa et 
al, fail to teach or suggest multi-destination data packets used to transfer a particular resource to different requestors. Examiner respectfully 
disagrees. Agrusa et al clearly teach that requests for a particular resource are aggregated together to reduce the overhead of receiving 
requests for the same resource at various times, thus after the requests have been aggregated the server computer responds once with the 
requested information and the requested information is delivered to the multiple requesters. The multidestination program maintains a list 
that identifies the requester sand transmits copies of the requested information to the requestrs accordingly (col. 9 lines 23-50). Thus 
Agrusa et al teaches are sufficient in teaching a multi-destination packet format wherein the program formats the requested data for 
dissemination to the listed requestors. Applicant's arguments are therefore unpersuasive and the rejection of the pending claims is 
maintained. 
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
